TRANSPORTATION. 
Special Diapatch to The Cage Tribuna, 
LOGAN'S BILL. 

Wasurneror, D. C., Deo. 27.—When Mr. 
Logan’s bill to charter the proposed Trans- 
Continental Railroad 4 Telegraph Company 
emerges from the Senate Committee on Rail- 
roads, it will be found amended in two impor- 
tant'particulars. The first change will be as to 
thé maximum rates to be charged for car- 
rying freight and passengers. The bill as 
originally drawn fixed the tariff on freight at 
I cents per ton per mile, and the 
passenger rate at i cents per mile. 
The first has been reduced te 1 cent a ton, 
and the latter to 2 cents a mile. At 1 cent 
a ton it will cost about 24 cents a bushel to carry 
wheat from Chicago to New York, while passen- 
gers can travel the same distance for about $16. 

THE SECOND AMENDMENT 
provides that whenever the road reaches a stage 
of y when it will pay over 10 per cent 
on its omginal cost a further proportionate re- 
duction shall be made, both as to freight and 
passenger traffic. The friends of the bill claim 
that if it does not pass as amended, then the

Gov. Carpenter, of Iowa, was inaugurated at 
DesMoines yesterday. Industrial topics were 
the main theme of his inaugural address. He 
ascribed the burdens of the people to the mo- 
nopolies imposed on them, among which he 
places the protective tariff. The General As- 
sembly was urged to consider legislation to in- 
vite capital tothe State, and increase its factories 
and workshops. 


Mr. Waite yesterday resigned the Presidency 
of the Ohio Constitutional Convention, from 
which he was so unexpectedly summoned to the 
most dignified post in the Government. He 
bade his fellow-members farewell in a few 
modest and well-chosen words, in which he iuade 
still firmer the tie of personal friendship by 


which he declared he felt bound to them all. 


‘the Convention met him evidently in the same 


spirit, and appointed a committee of nine to 
express their feelings in a series of resolutions. 


The cause of woman received a double blow 


yesterday. The Missouri Legislature declared 
that women had no right to fill school offi- 


does, and in Massachusetts, the Boston School 


Committee declared by a vote of 4% 
to 45 that the seats of the women 
who had been elected members were vacant. 
This throws on the women the burden of carry- 
ing their cases to the Supreme Court. The vote 
would not have been so close but for the fact 
that all the women whose seats were in ques- 
tion stayed in their places and voted for their 
om — 
Gladstone’s action in dissolving Parliament 
snd ordering a new election has caused a great 
deal of excitement in English politics. Con- 
servatives and Liberals both hope to return to 
the new Parliament with a mfjority. Mr. Brad- 
laugh mades public his belief that it will con- 
tain a larger force of Radicals than any previous 
Parliament. The little band of two, so gal- 
lantly headed by Sir Charles Dilke and Auberon 
Herbert, will find itself large enough to prevent 
the Conservatives from keeping office if they 
get it, and to make the Liberal party more lib- 
tral than it promises to be. 


The House Finance Committee at Springfield 
recommend that State Treasurers hereafter be 
required to file a bond in the penal sum of 
85,000,000 before entering on their duties. The 
present Treasurer has funds in his hands to the 
amount of two or three millions, and the se- 
curity he has given the State is a $200,000 bond. 
The Committee finds that, despite the utterly 
inadequate amount of their bonds, the Treas- 
arers of the State have all been faithful, but 
thinks it wise to exact a bond which shall be 
more of a guarantee for the safe-keeping of the 
people’s money.

Most of yesterday was spent by the members 
of the Order of B'nai B'rith in committee work. 
The persecutions of the Jews of Roumania, and 
the noble work of Mr. Peixotto, who went to 
Bucharest to alleviate its horrors, was brought 
before the Convention in «a communica- 
tion from the Hon.. Simon Wolf, of 
Washington. This, and « proposition to tele- 
graph to Mr. Peixotto the acknowledgments 
of the B'nai B'rith for his services, were referred 
to the Committee on Roumania. The Commit- 
tee on Endowment presented two reports. The 
majority submitted that in the present state of 
the order it was inexpedient to begin any gen- 
eral endowment fund for their widows and 
orphans. The minority took the opposite view, 
and reported a ‘plan for the establishment of 
such funds by the lodges. This was rejected by 
the Convention by a vote of 77 to 54. The ma- 
jority report was adopted by 68 to 57. 


The usual doubt has been expressed of the 
truth of the report of Livingstone’s death, but 
must yield to the official dispatch which was re- 
ceived by the British Government yesterday 
from Zanzibar. It confirms the previous state- 
ment that his death was caused by exposure in 
crossing some marshes, in which he was up to 
his waist in water for hours. Ten of his men 
died from the same cause. His remains are on 
their way to Zanzibar, where they will arrive in 
February. The date of the great traveler's 
death is still uncertam. A letter received from 
Brenner, the German explorer of Africa, says 
that it occurred Aug. 15, 1872. The other ac- 
counts place it in June. If Breuner is correct, 
the Doctor must have died a very few days after 
the last letter to his brother John, which was 
written in August at Unyanyemb, on the ove of 
his departure for the interior. 

Senator Morton has introduced into the Sen- 
ate a project for the Federal supervision of 
inter-State railroads, and accompanies it with 
a studied argument in favor of the right of Con- 
grees to regulate the rates and management of 
such corporations. He reste his case on the 
power given Congress by the Constitution to 
regulate commerce between the States, The 
appeal to State charters he answers by saying that 
a State can make no contract with railroad com- 
panies carrying on commerce between the States 
that would limit the power of Congress. The 
State cannot obstruct such commerce directly 
by tax or other interference, and it certainly can- 
not delegate to a corporation a power it doe 
not itself possess. In the absence of legislation 
by Congress, States may regulate the inter- 
State commerce that passes through their 
territory; but, when Congress assumes 
its jurisdiction, they must yield to its 
superior claim. Railroad companies en- 
gaged in inter-State commerce accept their 
charters from the States subject to this right of 
Congress. In defense of the expediency of his 
scheme, Senator Morton dwelt at length on the 


+ inability of the States acting separately to con- 


trol the great railroad corporations, and on the 

danger that one State might levy crippling 

tribute on the trade of half-a-dozen others. 
CHICAGO IN 1874. 

Macaulay's New Zealander sitting amid the 
ruins of Chicago is now singing his dirge in the 
columns of the Cincinnati Commercial. A few 
weeks ago the same individual was writing for 
the St. Louis Democrat. The similamty of the 
music is too striking to be the result of accident 
or evolution. The evidences of design are 
highly apparent, both in the line of discourse 
and ia the bad writing of the two epistles. 

The starting point of the letter is thse Chi- 
cago has borrowed over $500,000,000, mainly to 
rebuild the edifices destroyed by the fire; that 
this borrowed money has been put into build- 
ings which cannot find tenants ; that the owners 
of this unproductive property are all straggling 
to avoid bankruptcy, into which, however, they 
must go; that the trade and commerce of the 
city have fallen off ; that the banks are crippled 
with protested paper which the merchants can- 
not pay; and that, in short, the city has entered 
on a downward pareer which will soon land it 
in ruin. f 

The Chicago fire destroyed, in round figures, 
$200,000,000 of property, a large proportion of 
which consisted of merchandise and movable 
effects. Out ot this there was recovered $55,- 
000,000 from insurance. It has cost to rebuild 
the city, including the large additions to the 
number of stores, warehouses, and dwellings, 
about $60,000,000. These plain and simple facts 


be needed within a short time. The fire caused 
many changes, especially in the retail trade, and 
there are half-a-dozen localities in the city, two 
or more miles from the old business centre, where 
an extensive trade is now carried on, and where 
before the fire there was not a store of any kind. 
It cost to rebuild the city and to enlarge its 
area of costly buildings, as we have said, about 
$60,000,000. How much of this was borrowed 
we have nomeansof knowing; but, even if every 
dollar of it was borrowed, it falls short of the 
value of the land on which these improvements 
stand. Compare this with the statement that 
we have borrowed $500,000,000 to rebuild the 
eity, and the reckleseuess of this calumniator is 
at once evident. Nor is be any more truthful 
in any other respect. The panie hurt Chicago 
less perhaps than any other large city. Our 
banks maintained themselves without the éx- 
pedient of clearing-house certificates, and, in 
three days after the general coliapse, currency 
began to flow here at the rate of from two to 
four millions a day. Trade revived here imme- 
diately. Having currency with which to buy, we 
relieved all the*pountry tributary to this market, 
and ina very short time our wholesale houses 
were in receipt of as steady remittances from 
the country as if no panic had taken place. 

The wholesale business of Chicago in 1873 was 
nearly $90,000,000 greater than in the year fol- 
lowing the fire, and that year was far in excess 
of any of its predecessors. At this time the 
trade of the city is prodperous. The prices of 
all kinds of grain are much advanced, and all 
those parts of the West having communication 
with this city are forwarding hither their pro- 
ducts, and carrying back purchases from our 
merchants and manufacturers. But the most 
complete answer to the intimation that the 
world has lost confidence in Chicago is the fact 
that as soon after the panic as the lst of Decem- 
ber money was sent hither to be loaned out on 
real estate. Since then, this class of invest- 
ments has been steadily increasing, and one day 
this week there was nearly a column of adver- 
tisements in Im Tripunz of money to loan 
on’ mortgages and on collaterals, offers 
to purchase mortgages, and money offered 
for any legitimate business. Our banks 
never were doing a better business, and 
the opening year of 1874 promises to equal, if 
not exceed, in the volume of its trade, in the 
extension of commercial exchanges, and in the 
general prosperity of the city, any of its prede- 
cessors. 

The suggestion contained in the same letter, 
that the debt of the City of Chicago has been 
doubled since 1869, is malicious, because it sup- 
presses the truth. The city debt was purposely 
increased in order to anticipate the new Consti- 
tution, which forbids any municipal loans after 
1870 in excess of 5 per cent of the assessed value 
of the taxable property in the city. The money 
thus raised has been neither wasted nor Jost. It 
has been put into permanent improvements, 
sewers, pavements, school-houses, and is now 
completing the water-extension which, when 
finished, as it will be ina year or two, will give 
Chicago a better water-supply than any other city 
in the United States. It is surprising that a ro- 
spectable paper like the Cincinnati Commercial 
should have given place to such a screed of mis- 
representation as the letter referred to,

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

If the opponents of compulsory education 
would ask themselves the question whether or 
not the State has the right of velf-preservation, 
they might discover whether it has not also the 
right to enforce thé education of its subjects. 
We take it for granted that these gentlemen con- 


cede a nation’s right to self-preservation, and- 


even its right to the military service of its citi- 
zens. They admit, doubtless, that the Military 
Academy at West Point is a useful institution, 
and its existence not wholly indefensible. They 
do not object to the erection of forte by the 
Government, or deny that a navy is sometimes a 
convenient thing to have. All these institutions 
they can successfully defend only on the ground 
of a nation’s right to self-preservation. 

Now, it isa lesson which all history teaches, 
and which every day's experience confirms, that 
nations are powerful not iu proportion to the 
number of military academies, forte, or ships 
which they possess so much as in proportion to 
their intelligence. Forts, or ramparts, or ships, 
manned by uneducated men, lose half their ef- 
fectiveness. The sceptre of the world belongs 
to the intelligence of the world. It was ever so. 
It is so to-day. There are, undoubtedly, other 
elements than intelligence in a nation’s great- 
ness; but, other things being equal, the more 
intelligent a people are, the more powerful they 
are. Who will deny that the triumph of the 
American arms over those of Mexico, of the arms 
of the North over those of the South, of Ger- 
many’s over France in the late war, were the 
triumphs of superior education over inferior ? 
For the same reason, therefore, that we 
cannot afford to be without the means of defense 
in war, we cannot afford to be without mitelli- 
gent citizens. The fact 18, that we Americans 
need education more than any other great peo- 
ple. We have no standing army, and, when war 
comes, must trust to our superior intelligence 
mainly to give us victory. Intellect must sup- 
ply the piace of discipline. Our people must be 
so educated that, when taken as raw recruits, we 
shall be able to transform them into trained 
soldiers in the least possible time. To do this 


they must be educated. There is no more 


“paternalism” in making education obligatory 
than in building an arsenal or an iron-clad. 

But it is not only in time of war that the su- 
periority of the educated over the uneducated 
man is seen. Educate the laborer and you raise 
his standard of comfort, and, by raising it, bet- 
ter the condition of the whole nation, and im- 
prove its morality even. Puuperiam and crime 
are parent and child. Moreover, the intelligence 
of the laborer is one of the elements of the pro- 
ductiveness of his labor, therefore one of the 
elements of national wealth. 

There would be some difficulty, we admit, in 
enforcing such a law in this country. The 
fining or imprisonment of poor parents, as in 
Prussia, for violating its provisions would be in 
many cases a hardship, against which the feel- 
ings of even the advocates of the measure might 
rebel. Of the advisability of the law itself, 
however, there can be but one enlightened 
view.

THE FOOTE-DAVIS DIFFICULTY. 

A musty reminder of the palmy days of 
chivalry, when the member of Congress picked 
his teeth with his bowie-knife in the lobbies, 
and met argument on the floor with the pistol, 
is contained in the card which Mr. Henry 8. 
Foote, sometimes denominated “ Hangman ” 
Foote, has published, setting forth his contro- 
versy with Mr. Jefferson Davis, ex- President of 
the late Confederate States of America. The 
text of the card hae all the fiery tone of those 
days, the startling sunouncement of where- 
abouts, and the jargon of the professional 
duelist aping the manners of the gentleman. 
Mr. Foote, it appears, has written a book of per- 
sonal reminiscences. It iv not exactly clear why 
Mr. Foote should have written such a book, as 
most of Mr. Foote’s reminiscences are of that 
nature which should be consigned to the charity 
of oblivion; but, having written such a book, it 
was inevitable that Mr. Foote should pitch 
into” his old-time opponent, Jefferson Davis. 
When the allusions to Mr. Da vis in this book 
were called to the attention of the latter, he 
wrote a bitter retort, substantially posting Mr. 
Foote as a liar, of rather re- posting him. Mr. 
Davis says: | 

In the year 1871 I published him (Foote) as consti- 
tutionally a Har, and his subsequent career only served 
to confirm me in that judgment, Since tust date, 
therefore, I have taken no heed of the utterances of 
said Foote, His flattery, when he was seeking political 

erent in the Confederacy, and his abuse, when, 
faithless to his trust as a representative in the Con- 
gress of the Confederate States, he was preparing for 
his subsequent desertion to their enemies, were alike 
disregarded by me. 

To which Mr. Foote replies in substance : 

My whereabouts may be easily found by him or his 
idolizing Confederates. He knows, as thousands of 
others know, that for full twenty years I have stood 
ready to accord to him such satisfaction as he might 
deem necessary to his deeply- honor, and that 
whatever general views I may entertain touching the 
propriety of settling such issues as have arisen be- 
tween him and myself in the mode referred to, yet 
that, from special deference to him, I shall be induced 
to make his an exceptional case. 

This brings a square issue between the two 
old gents. Mr. Foote being the original ag- 
gressor, Mr. Davis must be the challenger, and 
Mr. Foote’s card is simply an invitation for the 
challenge. As Mr. Davis has sent at least one 
challenge before this, for a much slighter cause, 
the prospects are fair that the two combatants 
may settle their twenty-year-old dispute upon 
the fleld of honor,” and spill what little blood 
they have left. 

The animosity between these venerable 
dueliste dates back to 1850, when they 
were  fellow-Senators. The ‘‘ compromise 
measures” were then agitating the whole 
country. Mr. Foote, at first opposing 
them, became their champion before the ques- 
tion was settled. Mr. Davis was then a violent 
pro-slavery extremist, the most zealous advo- 
cate of States’ rights, and the bitterest opponent 
of the compromise measures. The excited 
debate opened a breach between the two men 
which has grown wider and wider. with time. 
In September, 1851, Mr. Davis was nominated 
for Governor of Mississippi upon the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, in opposition to Mr. Foote upon 
the Whig ticket. Mr. Davis represented Dis- 
union; Mr. Foote, Union. The canvass which 
followed was the most exciting one ever known 
in that State. It was a bitter personal struggle 
between the two men, and their campaign 
speeches were awful tirades, in which each 
sought to outdo the other in gross vituperation. 
Mr. Davis was defeated by a small majority, aud 
this defeat still further deepened the hatred-be- 
tween the two men. During the War of the Re- 
bellion Mr. Foote found further opportunities 
to get even with his old antagonist, and placed a 
very considerable obstacle in the way of Mr. 
Davis’ success by the publication of a pamphlet in 
England. conclusively proving that Davis had 
been not only the advocate but the main insti- 
gator of Mississippi repudiation. Its publication 
did great damage to the Confederate Govern- 
ment, as it was a point-blank shot at their credit 
abroad, and helped to force their securities out 
of the English market. And in this instance 
Mr. Foote really rendered his country a service. 

That this long-standing animosity did not pro- 
voke a collision with arms long ago is singular. 
Davis has figured in at least one duel. Mr. 
Foote’s rash tongue has more than once involved 
him in so-called affairs of honor. In his first 
duel,—with Mr. Winston, of Tuscumbia, Ala.,— 
he was slightly wounded in the shoulder. He 
afterwards fought in Mississippi with 8. S. Pren- 
tiss, and was again slightly injured; and, still 
later, he exchanged shots with J. F. H. Clai- 
borne, when neither party was hurt. It is 
still more remarkable that, after the lapse 
of nearly a quarter of a century, and 
when both men have reached an age at 
which the blood usually apols, their animosity 
still rages with all its old-time tierceness. Mr. 
Davis is now 65 years of age, and Mr. Foote is 
78. They have reached a time when most men 
turn their attention toward the mysterious and 
solemn events ofthe future. Instead of this, 
we see two old men glowering fiercely at each 
other, bandying the epithets of bullies, and 
chattering between their false teeth the conven- 


tional of the Code, It is a pitiable 


sight, this of two gray-haired and 
feeble men, who have lived to an advanced age, 
and yet have not lived long enough to forget a 
quarrel, but must wipe it out with the scanty 
blood left in their tottering frames. 


THE MINISTERS’ MEETING. 

The social meeting of the clergymen of the 
various Protestant denominations of this city, 
which was held at the Pacific Hotel on Monday 
last, possesses more than usual significance. 
There were present at this meeting for the first 
time in our local history, Presbyterians, Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Universalists, Episcopalians, 
and Swedenborgians, The Congregational pas- 
tors were not there owing to a misunderstand- 
ing, which is to be regretted, as they are very 
social and good eaters. 

We are inclined to regard this novel move- 
ment of the ministers as an excellent oue. it 
will give them an opportunity to get better 
acquainted with each other, and to com- 
pare views upon current topics. It will 
draw them out of: their shells, and give 
them a wider range of view than they 
have ever had before. Each will gain something 
from the other, and thus the general fund of 
knowledge will be increased. While there is a 
tacit consent upon the part of the ministers that 
they will leave their creeds at home, the creeds 
will nevertheless be benefited and mollified by

GERMAN EMIGRATION, 

One of the most important questions before 
the German Government to-day is the question 
of emigration. The n of Germans who have 
forsaken the Fatherland within the last few years 
has reached unprecedented figures. While from 
1832 to 1839 the average number of German emi- 
grants was only 12,000, and from 1865 to 1869 
107,670, the number in 1872 rose to 218, 000, 
and the number for the firsts half of the year 
just past is greater than that for the correspona- 
ing half of the preceding year. A great dearth 
of agricultural and other isborers has been the 
consequence; and the Government has awak- 
ened to the importance of putting an end to the 
Wholesale exodus, and the resulting loss to the 
country of both labor and capital. 

It has been calculated that Germany loses on 
an average $150 in money with every emigrant. 
The amount of money brought to this country in 
1856 by German emigrants was estimated at 
$15,000,000 ; and the total loas to Germany since 


1819, $375,000,000, by far the greater portion at 


which left the conntry after 1832, the date at 
which emigration assumed any di- 
mensions. During the last two years alone it 
has lost probably $64,500,000 in money by emi- 
gration. This is, however, only part of her loss. 
Her loss in labor is also to be taken into account, 
and, in estimating it, it must be borne in mind 
that it is the strongest and most enterprising of 
her laborers that emigrate. None but these 
leave their homes. 

The causes of the emigration are manifold. A 
spirit of adventure 20 doubt brings some, a de- 
sire to avoid military service others. The main 
cause, however, of the emigration, we are told 
on pretty good authority, is the difficulty expe- 
rienced by small proprietors to hold their land 
for any great length of time under the law that 
obtains in a great portion of Germany, and which 
considers immovable property to have the attrib- 
utes of both real and personal property. It 
descends to one heir of the family, who is obliged 
to indemnify his co-heirs in money for their 
share, the title to the whole vesting in him. To 
obtain wherewith to effect this indemnification, 
he is obliged generaliy to have recourse to 
credit, which small proprietors hgve great dif- 
ficulty in obtaining. Besides, the property very 
frequently descends hypothecated for previous 
debts. For reasons of this kind, it becomes un- 
perative in numberless cases to sell the estate, 
after which the almost invariable move is emi- 
gration to America. 

We are not surprised to find that a German 
writer has calied emigration the greatest social 
evil of the day in the new Empire. It drains 
the gountry of much of its capital and much of 
its labor, of its strongest arms, of its enterprise 
and health. The Empire has lost more men 
during the past few years by emigration than it 
lost during the war with France. Nor has it any 
equivalent gain in apy other direction. If Ger- 
many lost only its turbulent classes, the work- 
men who are inoculated with the doctrines of 
Karl Marx, her loss would be in one sense again. 
But this is not the case. She loses not the work- 
men of the toyns, but her peasantry. A stray 
Communist may leave her, but for one Com- 
munist she loses a hundred honest farmers. 

The Government of the Empire knows all 
this, and knows, too, that emigration has grown 
to be an unmitigated evil. What steps they will 
take to remedy it, we do not know. To sup- 
press it would be to produce an incalculable 
amount of discontent. There is but one rational 
mode of inducing Germans to remain at home, 
and that is to afford them the opportunities at 
home which they go across the sea to seek, 
that be possible.
